I ’LL be honest. On a 

human level, I felt ever so 
slightly sorry for Theresa 
May last week. Struggling 
through her conference 
speech, she had to deal with 
being handed a P45 by an 
intruder, losing her voice, and 
her slogan literally falling 
apart behind her as she spoke. 

My sympathy can only go so 
far, though, when considering 
what - for me - was a bigger 
take-home message from the 
Prime Minister’s speech. At 
almost an hour and a quarter in 
length, taking in over 7,000 
words, she forgot to mention 
one key thing: Wales. 

Not a single mention. Not so 
much as an acknowledgement 
of the issues communities up 
and down our country are 
facing challenges which 
urgently need addressing.

The Sun is opposite 

Uranus - Astronomy corner 


WITH Jupiter now 
lost in the Sun’s 
glare, Saturn, now 
incorporating the 
ashes of Cassini, is 
the brightest object 
low in the south 
west at nightfall. 

On October 19, 
Uranus is opposite the 
sun as seen from earth, 
2,830 million kilometres 
or 157 light minutes 
away. With a good dark 
sky, it is just possible to 
spot it with the naked 
eye. 

Venus is the bright 
morning planet and is 
joined by the less bright 
Mars in the eastern 
morning sky; the two 
came together in the 
dawn twilight on October 
5 and 6. The Orionids 
shower brings a flurry of 
fast meteors between 
October 16 and 30. They 
will be most numerous 
between October 21-23, 
especially during the pre¬ 
dawn. 


ANDROMEDA 

In 1961, the BBC 
screened a seven-art 
serial titled A for 
Andromeda. 

It concerned a group 
of scientists who detect a 
radio signal from another 
galaxy that contains 
instructions for the 
design of an advanced 
computer, which in turn, 
provides further 

instructions for the 
creation of a living 
organism. 

It was riveting, and 
was perhaps, the start of 
my enduring interest in 
astronomy. 

The Andromeda 

galaxy is visible as a faint 
smear to the naked eye in 
our night sky and is our 
nearest galactic 

neighbour. Observations 
by the Spitzer Space 
Telescope reveals that it 
contains one trillion 
stars, at least twice the 
number in our own 
Milky Way galaxy. 

Radio waves travel at

the speed of light 
(186,000 miles per 
second in old money) 
and if we were ever to 
receive messages from 
Andromeda they would 
have begun their journey 
2.5 million years ago. 
That’s how long it would 
take to them to arrive 
after crossing the 
intergalactic space 
separating us. 

It is fortunate, indeed, 
that Andromeda is so far 
away as we are actually 
heading towards each 
other and the two 
galaxies will collide 4.5 
million years from now. 

Because of the vast 
distances between 
individual stars, 

however, direct stellar 
collisions are extremely 
unlikely, but the night 
skies will be incredible. 

Due to their intense 
gravitational fields, it 
will be inevitable that the 
super massive black 
holes located at the core 
of both galaxies will 
eventually merge as the 
two galaxies coalesce 
into a single giant 
elliptical or disc galaxy. 

To find Andromeda in 
the night sky, type into an 
internet search engine 
“How to find 
Andromeda” and select 
the Earthsky.org option,

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‘Clamping 
clampdown’ 
planned for 
Bridgend 


MOTORISTS in the 
Bridgend area can 
expect a ‘clamping 
clampdown’ over 
the next week as the 
DVLA targets 
untaxed vehicles. 

Although the DVLA 
are not revealing where 
their enforcement 
officers will be, a 
spokesman told The 
GEM that the CF31 and 
CF36 postcodes were in 
their sights. 

A DVLA spokesman 
said: “From Tuesday, 
October 10, DVLA’s 
national wheel-clamping 
partner NSL will be in 
the area as part of a 
programme of operations 
across the country aimed 
at reducing vehicle tax 
evasion. 

“Ahead of this DVLA 
is reminding motorists 
that they can go online, 
24 hours a day, to tax a 
vehicle or check whether 
their vehicle tax is up to 
date at 

www.gov.uk/vehicle-tax. 

“Vehicle tax payments 
can be managed through 
monthly, six monthly and 
12 monthly Direct Debits 
as well as one-off 
payments. Tax can also 
be paid by calling 0300 
123 4321.” 


When DVLA clamps 
an untaxed vehicle the 
motorist is charged a 
£100 release fee. 

If they cannot show 
that the vehicle has been 
taxed when it is released 
the motorist will have to 
pay a surety fee of £160. 
This is refunded if the 
motorists can show the 
vehicle has been taxed 
within 15 days. 

If the release fee is not 
paid within 24 hours 
DVLA impounds the 
vehicle and the fee rises 
to £200. 

There is also a storage 
charge of £21 per day. 
Again, a surety fee of 
£160 must be paid if the 
motorist cannot show 
that the vehicle has been 
taxed. 

In the year 2016, 92 
vehicles were clamped in 
the CF31 Bridgend 
postcode. 

In the same year, 43 
were clamped in the 
CF39 Porthcawl area, 
while 25 were clamped in 
the CF72 Llantwit Major 
area. In CF71 
(Cowbridge) five cars 
were clamped.

AM’S CONCERNS 
FOR FORD FUTURE 


SUZY Davies is pressing tbe 
Welsh Government to look for a 
firm commitment from Ford 
about its plans for the future of 
its engine plant at Bridgend. 

The South Wales West AM said it 
was obviously bad news that the 
company is to end production of 
Jaguar Land Rover engines at 
Bridgend in September 2020 - three 
months earlier than expected. 

Ms Davies said at the National 
Assembly that AMs had been told that

Ford are continuing to look for other 
high-tech opportunities for Bridgend. 

She said: “This is very encouraging, 
but I’m not getting a solid sense of 
when some specific commitment will 
be made by Ford. 

“I do understand it’s Ford that needs 
to make it, rather than the Welsh 
Government.” 

Ms Davies asked Economy

A CARE home 
employee from 
North Cornelly who 
prides herself on 
building up a 
special rapport with 
the people she looks 
after during her 
regular night shifts 
has been shortlisted 
for a major award. 

Linda Kinsey (54), 
who has worked at the 
Hafod Care Association’s 
Picton Court home in 
Nottage, Porthcawl, for 
the past decade, says she 
loves working at night 
because of the special 
relationships she’s able 
to create with residents. 

She likes to chat 
intimately with them or 
share a laugh in the early 
hours if they are having 
trouble sleeping. 

One said: “I always 
feel safe when Linda is 
around.” 

It is this dedicated 
approach that landed 
Linda a place at the 
Wales Care Awards in the 
‘residential care’ 

category. 

It is the 15 th 
anniversary of the 
awards and the ceremony 
will be held at City Hall 
in Cardiff on Friday 
November 17, hosted by 
tenor Wynne Evans. 

The awards are in 
association with Care 
Forum Wales, a not-for- 
profit organisation set up 
in 1993 to give 
independent care 

providers a single voice. 

Born and raised in 
Cornelly, Linda went to 
live for a while with her 
older sister in Coventry. 

Returning home in the 
early 1980s, her first jobs 
after leaving school at 
the age of 16 were in 
cafes and factories. 

She first went into the 
caring profession in 1990 
and recalled: “People 
used to say me I’d make 
a lovely carer, so I tried it 
and loved it straight 
away because it made me 
feel good about myself. 

“I started as a care 


assistant at a home in 
Cornelly and stayed there 
seven years. “I then 
worked at another home 
in Porthcawl for about a 
year and also had a short 
spell at Picton Court, 
under a previous owner. 

“I went back there 10 
years ago. Six years later 
I was promoted to senior 
carer on nights. The 
home has a total of 76 
beds, with 21 of them 
residential, 13 for people 
with dementia, and the 
rest for nursing. 

“I work nights all the 
time, which I really love 
because you have to do a 
bit of everything. During 
the day there are different 
staff for all the things you 
have to do but at night 
you have to be janitor, 
odd-jobman and security 
guard all rolled into one.

SPECIFIC at Swansea University. 

The CCERA committee were shown 
a short presentation on work being 
done in the field. 

This was followed by a tour of the 


SOLCER house and Cenin site, which 
combines the manufacture of ‘low 
carbon cement’, a solar farm, a wind 
turbine and an anaerobic digestor. 

Eollowing the visit, CCERA 
committee member Huw Irranca- 
Davies, said: “It is important that we 
continually look at how our 
communities can be planned and 
shaped to become more energy 
efficient and low carbon. 

“House designers Professor Phil 
Jones and his team, based at the Welsh 
School of Architecture, have proved 
that highly energy efficient housing 
can be achieved. 

“The CCERA committee were very 
impressed with the progress made in 
delivering high energy efficient 
housing and helping us towards ‘near 
zero’ energy standards.” AS

summer.

Villeneuve’s Blade Runner sequel is 
epic, intelligent and breathtaking... 


S equels are 

always a risky 
prospect, but 
sequels made many 
years after the 
original tend to 
fare badly; not that 
that has stopped 
Denis Villeneuve. 

The thus-far 
imperious director has 
taken on the not- 
inconsiderable task of 
following up Ridley 
Scott’s 1982 
masterpiece Blade 
Runner, with Blade 
Runner 2049 taking 
place nearly 30 years 
after the events of the 
first film. 

Ryan Gosling plays 
K, a blade runner for 
the Los Angeles Police 
Department, who 
indirectly discovers a 
secret that could plunge 
society into chaos. This 
discovery results in K 
having to track down 
Rick Deckard 
(Harrison Ford), a 
former blade runner 
who has been missing 
for 30 years... 

It is often mooted 
that Blade Runner is 
one of the most 
influential pieces of 
cinema, such is its 
impact on filmmakers, 
its echoes found in 
films as obvious as The 
Matrix and Minority 
Report, and less 
obviously in films like 
Batman Begins 
(Christopher Nolan 
having screened the 
film for cast and crew 
prior to production). 

So the weight on all 
involved in Blade 
Runner 2049 is a not 
inconsiderable one; yet 
the result is a moody, 
atmospheric piece of 


work that can quite 
easily lay claim to 
being one of the finest 
films of the year so far, 
and also confirms 
Denis Villeneuve to be 
perhaps the finest 
director currently 
working in cinema. 

Ridley Scott’s 
original established a 
visual template, a 
brooding neon haze 
that swirls and 
oppresses, and while 
Villeneuve’s film is set 
nearly 30 years later, 
the landscape hasn’t 
altered one bit; and 
while Villeneuve shows 
fidelity to the universe 
created by Scott, he 
isn’t bound by it. 

His films have 
always been a balance 
of the intimate and the 
expansive, and that 
remains true here, the 
glorious cityscapes 
given epic scale, yet 
anchored to a story 
about identity, and the 
omnipresence and 
power of artificial 
intelligence. 

It’s thoroughly 
impressive how 
Villeneuve is capable 
of melding his and 
Scott’s visions into one 
cohesive and dramatic 
whole, yet also 
developing the world. 

Whether its the 
kitsch hotel in which 
one character is holed 
up, encircled by huge 
models, backlit by 
burnt yellows, or the 
expansive, technology- 
led streets, the grit 
hiding behind, 
Villeneuve makes the 
film a visual 
smorgasbord, each shot 
lensed with care and a 
keen eye. 

The story follows 
the first film in the

sense that it’s a hard- 
boiled detective story 
at its core, but with the 
weight of its progenitor 
constantly in the 
background and with a 
running time of 163 
minutes, it luxuriates in 
the narrative, not in a 
rush to reveal its 
mysteries. 

Instead, the film 
hones in on the quiet 
moments, whether it’s 
Ryan Gosling’s K 
attempting to live a 
normal life, complete 
with artificial girlfriend 
(a gorgeous scene in 
the rain thrives on the 
lack of dialogue) or the 
reclusive Wallace 
(Jared Leto) in his 
glorious, opulent 
building reflecting on 
the advancements made 
in replicants, and the 
risks and successes 
therein. 

The cast are superb. 
Gosling exuding the 
weary charm of man 
beaten down by the 
world around him and 
whose beliefs, and 
indeed very nature.

cause him to question 
what’s going on. It’s a 
measured performance 
from the actor, full of 
small, but powerful, 
moments that showcase 
his immeasurable 
talent. 

Harrison Ford’s 
presence could have so 
easily been a nostalgia 
kick, superfluous to 
proceedings but 
designed to hook you 


in, yet not only is his 
involvement in the 
story smartly executed. 
Ford also delivers a 
strong turn, Deckard a 
man hiding from the 
world and burned by 
events that have 
conspired to put him 
there. Ford’s turn is 
beautifully fragile, a 
man (or is he?) caught 
up in events. 

If Jared Leto’s 
Wallace is contained to 
only two scenes of note 
(and his actions are 
more expositional than 
out-and-out evil), the 
villain of the piece 
comes in Sylvia Hoek’s 
Luv, a replicant who 
will stop at nothing to 
get what Wallace 
desires and who is a 
constant thorn in the 
side of K, while Ana de 
Armas’ Joi, K’s virtual 
reality girlfriend, 
brings humanity in 
spades in a lovely little 
turn. 

To match an original 
film takes some 
doing - to surpass it 
even more; but 


arguably Blade Runner 
2049 is a more 
nuanced, grander (both 
in scale and emotion) 
piece of filmmaking. 

To see a film as 
visually bold and 
ambitious, backed up 
by a story that contains 
both smarts and 
humanity is a joyous 
thing indeed; this is 
top-drawer filmmaking 
of the highest order. 

VERDICT: A 
compelling, visually 
jaw-dropping and 
captivating film. Blade 
Runner 2049 is yet 
another exceptional 
film from Denis 
Villeneuve. Echoing 
the footsteps left by 
Ridley Scott’s original, 
but imprinting his own 
stamp on it, coupled 
with strong 
performances, 
Villeneuve has created 
a truly mesmerising 
piece of work. 
Essential viewing.

THE Vale Council has 
successfully prosecuted 
rogue builder Ian Cottle for 
a string of trading standards 
offences after an 
investigation by Shared 
Regulatory Services, the 
body responsible for 
delivering that provision 
across the Vale, Cardiff and 
Bridgend. 

Mr Cottle from Barry was 
sentenced to 22 months in prison 
at Cardiff Crown Court after 
pleading guilty to 14 counts 
under the Consumer Protection 
from Unfair Trading Regulations 
2008. 

They related to offences 
committed against eight parties 
in the Vale and included 
misleading people into giving him 
money for materials he did not 
purchase, failing to give 
cancellation rights to customers 
and starting some work without 
permission. 

Jobs were contracted out to 
others who performed 
substandard work and one 
premises was even left in a 
dangerous condition due to 
shoddy workmanship. 

Mr Cottle sent aggressive texts 
to customers, with Judge Neil 
Bidder describing some of them 
as threatening and close to 
blackmail. 

The people he employed were 
so incompetent that one had to 
borrow a customer’s paintbrush 
and hammer. 

Judge Bidder told Mr Cottle 
he will serve half of his sentence 
in prison before being released on 
licence and would return to

prison should he breach that 
licence. 

He was ordered to pay around 
£2,000 in victim compensation 
and £2,000 in prosecution costs. A 
victim surcharge of £140 was also 
imposed and he was banned from 
being a director of a company for 
five years. 

A Vale Council spokesperson 
said: “Despite being advised 
previously by Trading Standards, 
the defendant’s appalling work 
left customers counting the cost. I 
hope this prosecution sends out a 
clear message that trading 
practices of this sort will not be 
tolerated. 

“I would echo the judge’s 
advice to obtain clear written 
quotations when having building 
work done. People should also be 
aware that the law allows a 
person to cancel contracts made 
at their home. 

“I would also urge residents to 
take time and care when choosing 
traders to work in their homes. 

“Ideally look for someone who 
is a member of a relevant trade 
association or responsible trader 
scheme; and always ask to see 
examples of other work they have 
carried out.”

Welsh Government defends 
T9 ‘ghost bus’ service after 
councillor’s call to scrap it 


A BARRY 

councillor says he 
wants to see the T9 
Airport Express 
Service, which is 
subsidised by the 
Welsh 
Government, 
scrapped in favour 
of transport 

provisions 
elsewhere. 

Coun Vincent Bailey 
claims that the costs of 
the T9 are rising and the 
money would be better 
invested in local bus 
services. 

The current one-way 
fare from Cardiff to the 
airport (or the other 
way) is £5 and a return 
fare is £10. 

The T9 service is a 
contentious one. In the 
past some people in the 
Vale complained that the 
service was unjustified 
because of a lack of use. 

But the Welsh 
Government says a bus 
link between the airport 
and the capital is vital, 
and recently highlighted 
a significant increase in 
passenger numbers. 

The period between 
March and August this 
year saw over 86,000 
people use the service, 
up 15 per cent on the 
same period last year. 


Ken Skates, Cabinet 
Secretary for Economy 
and Infrastructure 
Secretary, described the 
latest figures as “hugely 
encouraging”. 

The Welsh 

Government recently 
launched a pilot for free 
weekend travel on all 
TrawsCymru services, 
which includes the T9. 
Coun Bailey argues that 
could see the cost of the 
subsidy increasing 

significantly. 

Coun Bailey said he 
had looked at official 
Welsh Government data 
and believed the service 
could be end up costing 
more than three-quarters 
of a million pounds a 
year because the 

government no longer 
recoups revenue from 
weekend fares. 

He said: “The amount 
of money spent on the 
T9 is already 

scandalous, but the bill 
has just got even bigger 
because they won’t 
recoup a single penny 
from tourists and 

travellers using it over 
weekends. 

“Coun Rowlands and 
I have long called for the 
T9 to be scrapped, with 
the money spent on local 
bus services throughout 
Wales.

Planning your home with Mary Berry 

The 82-year-old reveals 10 favourite household tips — by Gabrielle Fagan 


Mary Berry - renowned as 
the Queen of British 
Baking - has whipped up a 
recipe for ‘home 
happiness’ in her new 
book, Mary^s Household 
Tips & Tricks - Your Guide 
To Happiness In The 
Home. 

“My focus may have been on 
cooking, but it’s always centred 
on the home. In my books and 
TV programmes. I’m always keen 
on sharing tips to help people,” 
says the cook. 

“This book’s not about creating 
more work, or telling people what 
to do, it’s just passing on a 
collection of tips, things I learnt 
from my mother, my own ideas 
gleaned from years of practical 
experience, as well as helpful 
hints from friends and family. 

“Home should be a place 
where, if you have a family, they 
want to visit and can come in and 
instantly relax,” Mary adds. 

“We’re very lucky - my 
husband and I have been married 
50 years and don’t really argue - 
life’s too short. Never let the sun 
go down on a row is our motto. 

“The one thing Paul and I 
really disagree about is how the 
house is decorated,” she says. 

“My husband likes the style he 
grew up, which isn’t exactly 
mine! 


“Eor example. I’ve got tie 
backs on the curtains, but if I go 
away, he removes all the tie backs 
and puts them away in the 
cupboard. Similarly, he’ll move 
cushions he dislikes out of sight. 
Then gradually I put them all 
back again. It’s a farce really! 

“Our kitchen is a practical, 
attractive space where everyone 
tends to congregate - family, 
friends and our two dogs - and 
where all the decisions are 
made,” reveals Mary. 

“I have collections displayed, 
from china hens to vintage 
christening mugs. There are all 
sorts of easy tricks to making a 
space more practical. 

“Eor instance, if you have 
good quality cupboard doors, 
fixing spice racks to the back of 
them is very useful. That’s the 
perfect dark place to store them, 
because light causes spices to 
fade and lose flavour.” 

Here are Mary's top tips: 

1. Sort it out 

My house is tidy but definitely 
not immaculate! I like to keep on 
top of things though, so every so 
often I’ll sort out the chaos in my 
wardrobe and clear out some 
clothes. 

I also clean out kitchen 
cupboards and drawers every six 
months - I empty them, use a 
clean cloth and hot soapy water 
to wash all surfaces, and dry 


thoroughly. I’d suggest lining pan 
drawers with ridged rubber 
matting (available from online 
catering companies).” 

2. Iron candle wax off a 
carpet 

If wax has got onto a wool 
carpet, place kitchen roll or 
grease proof paper on top of the 
affected area, then iron it. The 
wax will melt and stick to the 
paper. (Take care with synthetic 
carpets as they don’t take well to 
heat!) 

3. Clean your machines 

To clean a dishwasher, run a 
wash with white vinegar. Use 
around 250ml placed in a 
container on the bottom rack - 
just run a normal cycle and it will 
be like a new machine. 

Eor the washing machine, run 
an empty cycle to clear the drum, 
and add a cut lemon to a short 
empty cycle, to keep the machine 
fresh. 

To pep up your microwave, put 
a cut lemon in a bowl of water 
and microwave on full power for 
one minute - condensation will 
release stains around the sides 
and make it easy to wipe clean. 

4. Use nuts to help fade 
furniture scratches 

Break an oily nut - such as a 
walnut - in half, and rub the 
exposed area over scratches in the 
wood.

The oil of the nut 
should help them to 
fade and appear less 
noticeable. 

5. Steam clean your 
floors 

I use a steam mop to 
clean my tiled floors 
and I don’t think it’s too 
much to say that it’s 
changed our lives. 

Steam mops are quick 
to heat up, can be used 
on any sealed floor 
surface, and the 
reusable micro fibre pad 
collects dirt with 
minimum effort,” 
advises Mary. 

6. Wear rubber 
gloves and get stuck in 
to properly clean a loo 

To remove hard 
water and limescale 
toilet stains, wear 
rubber gloves, flush the 
cistern and remove a 
mugful of water from 
the bowl - I use a tin 
mug - so you can see 
your limescale rim line 
clearly. 

While the water level 
is low, pour or spray the 
loo cleaner around the 
limescale in the bowl. 


Make sure you get the 
product around the top 
and where water drips 
down the back of the 
bowl too. 

Leave for 30 minutes 
(or according to the 
product instructions), 
then rub with a fine 
scourer or brush. Pour 
the water in mug back 
into bowl, then brush 
and flush the cistern 
again. 

7. Use onions to rid 
paint smells 

If you have newly- 
painted walls. 


counteract the smell by 
cutting two onions into 
quarters and leaving 
them cut up on a plate 
overnight. Yes, in the 
same room. 

8. Protect the floor 
when you’re partying 

Protect carpet if 
you’re having a party 
by using rolls of 
polythene film, used by 
builders to protect 
flooring. Make sure you 
buy the appropriate film 
for the floor surface - 
the one for carpet 
shouldn’t be used on 


hard flooring. 

9. Keep flowers 
looking and smelling 
amazing 

When putting cut 
flowers in a vase, 
remove any leaves 
which come below the 
water, otherwise they’ll 
make it turn green and 
smell. To clean 
irregularly shaped vases 
or containers, use a 
handful of rice and a 
good glug of white 
vinegar. Swirl around 
briskly, so the rice can 
clean corners, before 
rinsing and drying. 

Don’t eat the rice. 

10. Clean windows 
the old-school way 

A half and half 
mixture of vinegar and 
water is a traditional 
window-cleaning 
solution and an 
alternative to chemical 
sprays. Alternatively, 
use a window/glass¬ 
cleaning spray and a 
micro fibre cloth, which 
won’t leave bits of lint 
on the surface

The potted gaeden column - by Sara Milne 

Banish the blues with 
brilliant bulbs can 
brighten your home 


G rowing bulbs in 

containers to enjoy 
in the home at 
Christmas is one of the 
seasonal traditions that a 
lot of gardeners really 
enjoy, but it does take a 
little bit of planning. 

For bulbs to be in flower for 
Christmas, you need to plant 
them in pots now - and two 
favourites are the Amaryllis and 
Paperwhite. 

Hippeastrum, commonly 
known as Amaryllis, have large 
flowers and are easy to grow, 
which makes them a popular 
choice for novice gardeners. 
They are tender plants so are 
best grown indoors and 
generally flower within six to 
10 weeks of being planted. 

They come in a variety of 
colours - red, white, pink, 
salmon and orange - and there 
are many striped and 
multicoloured varieties, usually 
combining shades of pink or 
red with white. 

You should grow amaryllis 



in a pot only slightly bigger 
than the bulb itself. Use 
multipurpose compost and plant 
the bulb so that about a third 
remains above the compost 
surface. 

Water the compost lightly 
and place in a warm, bright and 
draught-free position. 

As the amaryllis bulb starts 
to grow, keep the compost 
moist but don’t let it sit in 
water. It’s a good idea to turn 
the pot regularly, which will 
prevent the flower stem 
bending towards the light. 

As soon as the flowers start 
to open, move your amaryllis 
plant to a cooler position to 
prolong its flowering period. 

Paperwhites are pretty. 


sweet-smelling, small flowered 
daffodils that produce an 
avalanche of pure white, paper 
thin flowers. 

More at home in the 
Mediterranean region, they 
have become a fragrant 
addition to the home in the UK. 

To grow Narcissus 
‘PaperWhite’ make sure you 
buy bulbs sold for growing as 
pot plants indoors. 

Use any good multi-purpose 
compost or bulb fibre and plant 
several bulbs in each pot, 
packed closely together, with 
their tips just below the surface 
of the compost. Water well, but 
be careful not to over-water. 

Place in a cool place for 
around eight weeks, check 
regularly to see if the soil has 
dried out, before watering. 

At the beginning of 
December, bring the pot into a 
warm position - such as a 
sunny windowsill - for the best 
flowering. 

When the plants grow to 
their full height, they may need 
to be supported.

Tackling mental health 
stigma requires action 
from us air — says MP 


THIS year. World 
Mental Health Day 
was on October 10, 
and Chris Elmore 
MP has spoken out 
about the challenges 
still faced by many 
suffering from 
mental health 
issues. 

The Ogmore MP said: 
“It’s not enough to say 
‘we need to tackle the 
stigma of mental health’. 
We’ve been saying that 
for some time now. 

“Change is happening 
but it’s not happening 
quickly enough. People 
are still out there, unable 
to speak out about the 
issues they are facing all 
for the fear of being seen 
as abnormal.” 

Mr Elmore has backed 
the YMCA and NHS’ 
#IamWhole campaign 
which calls on people to 
challenge what they hear, 
rather than simply 
disagreeing with it. 
Alongside this, the 
campaign seeks to 
encourage others to 
speak out about the 
challenges they have 
faced with mental health. 

Mr Elmore 

commented: “The only 
way we’re really going to 
be able to tackle this is if 
we actively challenge the 


norm: it’s not ok to walk 
by on the other side of 
the road while somebody 
is clearly experiencing an 
incredibly challenging 
personal struggle.” 

‘Mixed anxiety and 
depression’ is the most 
common condition 
currently observed in 
England and Wales, with 
7.8 per cent of the 
population meeting the 
criteria for diagnosis. 
Despite multiple causes, 
trends in suicide rates 
suggest that those 


experiencing acute issues 
are still struggling to 
speak out. 

The number of 
suicides in England and 
Wales reached a 20-year 
high in 2015. Typically, 
men are three to five 
times more likely to die 
from suicide and this 
currently represents the 
number one cause of 
death for men aged under 
50.

Sheppard, director of 
communities, will talk 
about his wide area of 
responsibility.

“It was quickly ascertained that the bag had been 
left at the location by a man delivering in the area 
and there was no threat to public safety.”

She next remembers 
being dragged across 
waste ground from the 
fairground area to the 
town centre. 

“He was pulling her 
like a caveman.” 

She suffered injuries 
to her legs, feet and face. 

Back at the hotel said 
Mr Jones, the couple 
couldn’t get in because 
they had lost their keys 
and another row began. 

Walker grappled with 
her and struck her in the 
face. They got into a car 
and he drove her home. 
In the car, he punched 
her in the face. 

He eventually took 
her to the home of a 
friend and she was 
“dumped there” said the 
prosecutor. 

Her tights were 
ripped, she had no shoes 


on and her dress was also 
ripped. There were 
injuries to her thigh, 
knee, feet and ears. 

Walker was later 
arrested at the home of a 
relation in Newport. 

His solicitor, Adam 
Sharp, said: “The couple 
were out of control 
through drink. I have to 
concede Walker has a 
bad record and he 
realises the relationship 
is at an end.” 

A restraining order 
was made preventing 
Walker from contacting 
Cottrell. 

The judge told him: 
“If you continue to abuse 
women in this way, the 
sentences will get longer 
and longer.”

Rail union 
welcomes safety 
announcement 


RAIL union RMT 
has welcomed the 
announcement by 
First Minister 
Carwyn Jones that 
the Welsh 

Government has 
committed to keep a 
safety critical 
conductor or guard 
on all Wales and 
Borders services 
and trains. 

This will include the 
South Wales Metro trains 
and they will require a 
second person on board 
to operate. 

The union also 
welcomed other 

commitments from the 
First Minister, including 
a ‘no compulsory 
redundancy’ guarantee 
and a positive framework 
for discussion to progress 
unions’ aspirations 
around rolling stock 
maintenance, stations 
and ticket office staff and 
cleaning and catering 
staff. 

It said commitments 
have also been given that 
responsibility and 
ownership of the railway 
infrastructure will remain 
with Network Rail. In the 
event of the core Valley 
lines being transferred to 
the Welsh Government, 
ownership and 

responsibility of the 
infrastructure will remain 
in the public sector under 


Transport for Wales, with 
options being identified 
for affected staff to stay 
employed by Network 
Rail. 

RMT General 

Secretary Mick Cash 
said: “The First 

Minister’s welcome 
commitment to keep a 
guard on every train is a 
breakthrough for our 
campaign against driver- 
only trains and for our 
campaign for a safe, 
secure and accessible 
railway, not only in 
Wales but nationwide. 

“Our policy is for a 
national integrated 
railway under public 
ownership and we will 
continue to campaign for 
that objective. We note 
that this is also the 
aspiration of the Welsh 
Government, who are 
operating within the 
legislative constraints 
imposed by Westminster. 

“Within that 

legislative straitjacket, it 
is welcome that we have 
been able to engage in 
very positive and 
constructive discussions 
with the First Minister 
who has made an 
important set of 
commitments to protect 
the jobs and conditions 
of rail workers in Wales 
which will now underpin 
further detailed 

discussions.” MB

PORTHCAWL CONTINUE UNBEATEN 
RUN WITH COMPREHENSIVE WIN 



FOLLOWING the 
Bridgend Athletic 
cup tie against 
Bonymaen Athletic, 
head coach John 
Apsee presented 
Sean Williams with 
his club cap. 

John described Sean 
joining the elite of 
players receiving 

BARFC caps, normally 
for over 300 club 
appearances as a real 
inspiration to all Athletic 
players aspiring to 
become Athletic legends. 

During his five 
seasons as captain his 
inspirational captaincy 
kept the Athletic in the 
upper echelons of a 
difficult Championship 
era. 

Sean made over 50 
appearances for the 
Athletic Youth, 

captaining them for one 
season. He has made 258 
senior appearances 
including the game 


against Bonymaen. 

It would have been 
even more but for 
missing a full season 
with a very bad leg 
injury.

He is a coach’s dream 
player and has been 
selected as first XV 
captain on five 
occasions.

He has crossed 
for 25 senior tries to date. 

He played Premiership 
rugby with Swansea 
before returning to his 
home club, despite other 
offers elsewhere.

UNBEATEN Porthcawl 
travelled to Lawrence Park to 
take on a committed 
Pontycymer outfit in the 
WRU Bowl and came away 
with a resounding 49-7 
victory. 

The score may suggest an 
entirely one-sided affair - however 
Ponty made a game of it, their 
dogged determination having the 
Seaweeds under pressure at times. 

It was the visitors’ irresistible 
cutting edge in attack that finally 
told the story of the match. 

Porthcawl got off to a great start 
after 10 minutes when a flowing 
movement sent the ball along the 
backs for wing Jake Thomas to fly 
over at the comer. Josh White’s 
superb touchline conversion added 
the extras for 0-7. 

No 8 Tom Butcher had to leave 
the field with a dislocated thumb 
just minutes later, being replaced by 
Jake Furness. 

From turnover ball on 15 
minutes, the Seaweeds recycled 
quickly and centre Jon Phillips 
raced through, handing to Thomas 
who in turn found Furness at his 
elbow to take the pass and cross at 
the posts for a lovely try. White 
converted for 0-14. 

Porthcawl’s pack, with skipper 
Richard Hnyda absent on work 
duties, still proved to have enough 
to take the game to Ponty and when 
second row Nick Nutman forced 
another turnover; the ball was 
moved to Thomas out wide and his 
pass put centre Gareth Rees in at 
the posts, with White converting for 
a half-time score of 0-21. 

The second half started with a 
bang as Porthcawl again came out 
of defence, with Furness’s superb 
hands allowing Phillips to use the 
slope to kick ahead. 

Rees was like lightning to win 


the race for the touchdown, with 
White converting for 0-28, 
effectively putting the match well 
beyond Pontycymer’s reach. 

However, the home pack enjoyed 
a sustained period of pressure with 
some determined driving play and 
they spent a good 10 minutes 
keeping Porthcawl penned in their 
22 . 

As they applied scrum pressure, 
the referee awarded the home side a 
penalty try for 7-28. 

With Jack Williams on for Gavin 
Williams at hooker, Porthcawl 
started getting it back together and a 
brilliant breakout from near their 
own line saw them score probably 
the try of the season. 

Phillips made the initial break 
through midfield before finding 
wing Jordan Fox in support. He 
made ground to the home 22 before 
handing on to Furness who kick- 
stepped the home full-back to cross 
for a glorious score, converted by 
White for 7-35. 

PorthcawTs tails were now well 
up and they moved the ball from 
everywhere as the match entered its 
closing minutes. 

First, substitute wing Alex Davies 
scored following superb play by 
White and Nutman, then Furness 
finished it all off with his hat-trick 
try at the posts, both tries converted 
by White with a flawless seven out 
of seven conversions and at 7-49, 
Porthcawl finished up with a fine 
result at full-time. 

The Seaweeds move on, still 
unbeaten, to meet old rivals 
Bridgend Sports in a vital league 
match, at the Bandstand Field on 
Saturday.

A n interesting 
letter from 
Peter Knapp 
stated that 29 
million voters did 
not vote to leave - 
very true. 

But the real truth is 
that 12 million voters 
did not think it was 
worthwhile voting (they 
are called the ‘silent 
majority’).

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Sloppy discipline costs 
Bridgend Athletic teams 



BONYMAEN came 
to the Morganstone 
Brewery Field for 
this first round 
Welsh Cup Plate 
undefeated to date 
this season. 

It was going to take a 
huge 15-man effort by 
Bridgend Athletic to 
progress further in this 
season’s competition. 

However, a propensity 
this season for picking up 
cards meant that for 15 
minutes at the end of the 
first half and the start of 
the second the Athletic 
played 10 minutes with 
14 men and five mi nutes 
with only 13. 

During this period 
Bonymaen picked up 12 
unanswered points, 
eventually winning 33- 
22 . 

The Athletic started 
strongly. No 8 Sean 
Williams won good 
lineout ball and backs 
and forwards laid siege 
to the visitors’ line.

The game turned when 
the Athletic, attacking 
inside the Bonymaen 22, 
saw a pass spilled.

Athletic defence to cross 
under the posts. 
O’Connor’s conversion 
put the visitors 21-10 
ahead at half-time. 

Within five minutes 
off the restart the

binned for tackling a 
player without the ball. 

Despite valiant

Cefn, with a dominant 
scrum and a strong wind 
advantage, tried to 
impose themselves from 
the off. Resilient defence 
with centre Luke Yardley 
prominent kept them at 
bay. 

Failing to heed 
warnings from the 
referee, the Athletic 
gifted Cefn two penalties 
goaled by Joe Gaalafant.

Wales suffer World Cup heartbreak 
as Ireland grab the win in Cardiff 





"W OE Jordan’s 
I handball in 
^ 1977... Paul 
Bodin’s penalty 
cracking the 
crossbar in 1993... 
Losing at home to 
Russia in the Euro 
2004 play-off in 
2003... It’s safe to 
say that Wales 
don’t have the best 
of records when 
things come down 
to the wire. 

Having pulled 
themselves back from 
the brink with three 
wins on the bounce 
(following five draws 
on the bounce), 2018 
World Cup qualifying 
Group D all came down 
to the last game. 

For Wales, the job 
was clear - win the 
game, ensure at least a 
play-off spot, maybe 
even, if Georgia fancied 
playing their part by 
denying Serbia a win, 
finishing top of the 
group. Anything less 
and the permutations 
became murky; a draw 
would mean that results 
elsewhere involving 
Croatia and Ukraine 
would factor into the 
mix, possibly seeing 
Wales being the 
unlucky ninth team in 
the group of runners-up. 

A defeat would mean 
all of the above was 
null and void, and 
opponents Republic of 
Ireland would leapfrog 
them, meaning that 
Wales would, yet again, 
miss out on qualifying 
for a World Cup. 

When referee Damir 
Skomina (not the most 
popular figure in the 
Cardiff City Stadium, 
it’s fair to say) blew his 


whistle for full-time on 
Monday night, it was 
heartbreak for Wales, 
delight for Republic of 
Ireland, James 
McClean’s 57th minute 
goal for the visitors 
ensuring a play-off spot 
for them - and a 
summer of looking on 
at the events in Russia 
for the home team. 

As 3,500 Irish fans 
went ballistic, the 
remainder of the 
stadium was in a state 
of disappointment, 
another case of so near, 
yet so far, falling just 
short of the final hurdle. 
While tears were shed, 
players clapped off the 
pitch for giving their 
all, the nagging sense of 
what could have been 
lingered in the air. 

It wasn’t the prettiest 
of games, a rugged, 
physical encounter that 
saw Wales lose the 
pivotal Joe Allen to 
injury after a clash (a 
blow that they didn’t 
quite recover from), 
with Ireland’s five 
yellow cards an 
example of how they 
wished to contain 
Wales’ attacking 
threats; neither was it a 
game high on clear-cut 
chances. It was the sort 
of encounter where the 
first goal would be 
vital. 

Unfortunately for the 
vociferous home 
support it came from 
Ireland, McClean 
blasting home after Jeff 
Hendrick dispossessed 
Ashley Williams, and 
while Wales had had 
chances before then to 
open the scoring (Hal 
Robson Kanu going 
closest with a header 
well saved), the need 
following McClean’s 
strike became urgent. 


and for the next 30 or 
so minutes they banged 
away at the door, 
limited to half chances 
by a disciplined and 
determined Irish team, 
whose game plan from 
the start appeared to be 
soaking up Welsh 
pressure and denying 
them space. 

They went close, but 
not close enough, and 
as the game finished, 
Wales were left to 
reflect on yet another 
agonising moment in 
their history. 

It was always going 
to be an uphill struggle 
for the team, having 
drawn too many games 
in the opening stages of 
the group, but the three 
wins on the bounce, 
while certainly lacking 
flare, showed the grit 
and determination of 
this group (especially 
the 1-0 win in Georgia 
last Friday evening) and 
to be in with a chance 
of automatic 
qualification with one 
game to go just shows 
their resolve. 

As it was, the Ireland 
game reflected the 
campaign as a whole - 
Wales lacked a real- 
cutting edge, and while 
Gareth Bale’s absence 
from these last two 
games was undoubtedly 
a huge blow, the team’s 
inability to fashion 
clear-cut opportunities 
and turn pressure into 
goals has been their 
downfall ever since we 
opened the campaign 
with a 4-0 win over 
Moldova. 

What shouldn’t be 
lost amidst the 
disappointment, 
however, are the cold, 
hard statistics - that this 
defeat was Wales’ first 
competitive one at

home in four years, and 
only their second defeat 
in 22 qualifiers. 

It’s also testament to 
the hard work and effort 
of Chris Coleman and 
his back room staff, but 
with Coleman’s contract 
expiring next summer, 
and him having stated 
publicly that this would 
be his last campaign as 
Wales manager, his 
future is up in the air. 

He wouldn’t be 
drawn on what the 
future holds, stating 
after the game: “There’s 
a chance I can (stay) 
and a chance I won’t. 
It’s not just a matter of 
signing a new contract. 
The FAW has been 
great with me -1 asked 
them to leave me alone 
as my contract has been 
running down and all 
the questions were 
getting asked. There’ll 
be a conversation in due 
course... My contract is 
until the summer but, 
right now. I'm thinking 
about the experience... 
When the dust settles, 
we’ll see where we go.” 

While Coleman’s 
desire to return to day- 
today management is 
apparent, there’s also 
the sense that this may 
not be the note he 
wanted to go out on, 
and with a group of 
players that should be 
unencumbered by the 
usual round of 
international retirements 
that setbacks like this 
tend to incur, there’s no 
reason why he can’t 
regroup and lead Wales 
onward to the 2020 
European 
Championships. 

That said, while 


Wales are in no need of 
a complete overhaul 
(another knock-on 
effect of situations such 
as this), there is a need 
to perhaps to take stock 
and refresh. It could be 
levelled at Coleman that 
Wales lack options 
tactically when faced 
with opposition who are 
happy to sit back and 
play on the counter¬ 
attack, lacking the nous 
to open up defensively- 
minded teams. 

One of the reasons 
for the dropped points 
of this campaign has 
been teams (quite 
rightly) being unwilling 
to try and match us, and 
when presented with a 
challenge like this 
Wales haven’t fared 
well, also lacking the 
killer instinct that is 
needed to be a top-level 
team. 

In four of the five 
games drawn, Wales 
took the lead only to be 
pegged back, and a 
quick look at the 
qualifying table shows 
that turning one of 
those draws into a win 
would have put Wales 
through at Ireland's 
expense. 

Another way that 
Wales can kick on is by 
resuming friendlies; 
FIFA’s ridiculous point 
system for rankings 
means that Coleman has 
eschewed friendly 
encounters as the points 
on offer for competitive 
games are far superior 
to those for friendly 
games (and beating a 
team like Lichtenstein 
in a friendly actually 
does your ranking more 
harm than good). 



However, without 
friendlies there is no 
way to really bring on 
the new crop of Welsh 
players who need to be 
integrated with the 
existing squad. While 
Ben Woodbum and 
latterly, Tom Lawrence 
have impressed, 
opportunities have been 
limited elsewhere for 
youngsters, and our 
lack of strength-in- 
depth and options has 
been highlighted with 
the absence of the likes 
of Bale, Ramsey and 


Allen at various points. 

Whether it’s the 
formation of a B team, 
or the resumption of 
friendlies with 
opposition that will test 
us, there needs to be 
more of an opportunity 
to bring through the 
likes of David Brooks, 
Ethan Ampadu, Marley 
Watkins and the rest. 

With or without 
Coleman (and for me, I 
personally hope that he 
stays) the future is 
bright for Welsh 
football; while painful. 


this setback will only 
harden and push this 
group on to try and 
achieve more, and 
while three years away, 
there is no reason why 
this group, and the 
promising youngsters 
coming through, can't 
regroup and qualify in 
some style for Euro 
2020. 

The success of Euro 
2016 was built on a 
phrase - ‘Together 
Stronger now, more 
than ever, we need to 
heed that call. 
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
